UNCLE SAM WILL NOT ALLOW 


ARMED EXPEDITION. 


Forces are Alleged to be Enlisting at 


Dunkirk and Other Points—Boston 
Irish Will Hold a Meeting Soon to 
Consider Plans For a 
Canadian 


Invasion. 


Washington. D. C.,' Dec. 
27—Tho 


State Department has received no pro- 
test from Ambassador Pauncefote or 
any other source regarding the pro- 
Boer sentiment in this country and the 
rumors that it will result in raids into 
Canada. 


The government will do all in its 


power to prevent urined expeditions 
leaving this country, and will also pre- 
vent open enlistment of men for the 
Boer army in this country. Beyond 
this it cannot go. It cannot prevent 
Americans leaving' home for 
South 


Africa even with the avowed purpose of 
enlisting in the Boer army. It caonot 
prevent the American people from send- 
ing millions of money to the Boers. 


No General Organization 


Should it turn out _ that a Fenian 


movement of the kind alleged to exist is 
actually discovered and brought to the 
attention of the United -States govern- 
xent eharp and prompt repressive action 
will be taken, cot only to prevent the 
violation of the neutrality laws, but also 
to save the raiders themselves from such 
consequeaces of their actions as befell 
tho unfortunate Fenian raiders of 
18GG. 


The only attention which the embassy 


is giving to these reports is to keep ad 
vised through tho British consuls at va- 
rious points as t o , any movements of 
importance. Tbjs far,"however, -ix)th- 
inp has come from the consuls to indi- 
cate that any of the movements was 
more than local and trifling 
All of the 


advices show that there has been noth- 
ing in the way of general organization.

INTERESTED IN DUTY 


Late Sales Have Been Fully Up ro 


the Standard-—Value of Badger 


State 
Crop. 


The holiday season is distracting the 


attention of tobacco buyers. Late sales, 
however, have been fully up to the stan- 
dard of former quotations and -some 
new buyers have stepped into the field 
recently, so the prospect seerus excellent 
for the further'clearing of the crop. 


The quotations of the current issue 


of The Wisconsin Tobacco Reporter 
gives the names of the growers dispos- 
ing of about 500 acres at an average 
price of about 7 cents for wrapper and 
binder grades. Tobacco has commenced 
to be delivered at the warehouses now in 
liberal quantities. Several hundred tons 
are daily seen in this market. While the 
yield per acre is not quite as largo as a 
year ago, the average will not vary much 
from 1,600 pounds of wrapper and bind- 
er grades, and pack up three cases at 
least per acre. 
The farmers, therefore, 


are receiving better than §100 per acre 
for their crop and'the money returns 
for this crop ,vil! exceed $2.500,000 to 
the growers of Wisconsin this season. 


Old leaf is still being quietly gathered 


in by manufacturers or speculators and 
something like 1,000 cases are the ag- 
gregate transactions in local markets for 
the week. 


The shipments out of storage reach a 


total o£ fifteen carloads, 675 cases, from 
this market to all points for the week 
past.

East Northfieid, Mass., Dec. 27. — The 


funeral of D\vight L. Moody, which 
was held at his late home here Tues- 
day, 
was in keeping with tis life. It 


was without shov,', yet was character- 
ized hy a deep earnestness. The serv- 
ices at the house and at tho grave were 
earrud out according to his wishes, 
and the body was, laid to rest in Little 
Round Top, where he had conducted 
so many meetings during his confer- 
ence work. 


The services began with prayer at 


the house shortly after 10 o'clock in 
the morning. The Rev. Dr. C. J. Scho- 
P.eld, past;r of the v.llage ciur.ch, read 
Mr. Moody's favorite texts Crom the 
scriptures, and the Rsv.

The service was 
held in the parlor and was attended by 
many of the men who had been asso- 
ciated with Mr. Moody in the last years 
of his work.
